I  remained  with  this  collector  for  about  two  years  when  in  1920 
[  decided  to  try  to  open  a  shop  again,  as  Early  American  Furaiture 
.vas  beginning  to  be  strongly  demanded.  After  explaining  my  in- 
;entions  to  my  employer  he  replied,  "Go  ahead,  I  will  help  you 
?•     .   .   ",  which  he  really  did. 

After  being  in  business  over  a  year  I  found  that  I  had  accumu- 
ated  about  seventy  pieces  of  the  best  types  of  Early  American 
^"'umiture.  Having  a  very  small  clientele  and  as  it  seemed  as 
hough  the  dealers  had  decided  to  keep  away  from  me,  I  was  forced 
0  find  an  outlet  for  my  stock.
